Borne Strong Points Presented as Ground 


Tor the Petition—Other Pointa 


Not So Strong. 


The Efforts in Behalf of the Defendant 


Coolly Received by Judge 


Van Wagoner. 


ST. Louis, June 11.—The attorneys tor 


Maxwell have filed their motion for a new 
trial. The motion contains twenty -five 
points. Some of these are not material 
but there are many that are decidedly 
strong, "and one In particular that Is 
serious. This lust is an objection to 
juror John Cuolahan, who had previous 
ly formed ami expressed an opinion 
asainst the prisoner. 
The reasons given

the accused und "upon any material 
Inct." 
Tho killing in this case wa 


claimed to be accidental, and If the de- 
fense under the law had a rlaht to qnes. 
tion a juror as to whether he hnd foimed 
au opinion as to jrnilt or innocence, they 
also had a light under the very same law 
to question ns to his opinion on the very 
material fact mentioned. This the judge 
denied them. 


The basis of the eighth clause in the 


motion for a new trial is that the Stat 
instead of asking if the juror could give 
the piisoner u fair and impartial trial In 
the language prescribed In the law asked 
il the juror was "so prejudiced against 
him," etc., thereby assuming thut the 
bias of the juror was against the de- 
fendant, and thus Indirectly securing an 
expression of opinion Unit had its In- 
fluence on the others. 


The ninth reason embraces a United 


States 
constitutional 
question. 
The 


constitution provides that no State shall 
enact a law denying equal protection to 
all Its cili/.cns. 


The law which gives the prosecution 


fifteen peremptory challenges in this city 
only permits them eight on trials In ttie 
rest of tli4» State at large. In the trial ol 
a citizen in the country, therefore, he ha 
an advantage over a man tiigd in the 
city. This same point in now before the 
United Stales Supreme Court, in the 
cuse of Jack I lays, and it was thought 
by them to be of siilliclent importance 
to giunt a stay of execution upon a 
writ ol cnor. On this same point the 
Constitution provided that no person 
shall be deprived of lile, liberty or 
property "without due process of law," 
and the Court of Appeals has decided 
that a due process of law means its gen- 
eral application to all alike. 


The thirteenth reason embraces the 


method used in getting the McCullough 
confession. The objection to it is upon 
the brond principle that it is against pub- 
lic policy. 
For Its consummation a 


felony was connived at und committed.

This confession under the 
judge', 


faulty instruction was alone enough to 
convict and the prohnollUy was that it 
did, In connection viith the instruction, 
Influence the jury. The defense claim 
that the lesnlt might ha\e been different 
under the proper instruction*, ns there 
was no other testimony to support that 
statement. 


The judge instructed the jury that in 


the eyes ol the law flight raised a pre- 
sumption of guilt under the cliavge. The 
charge thus Indefinitely alluded 'to"was 
that of minder in the first degree. The 
jury had the option ol bringing In a ver- 
dict of homicide, yet under this clause 
of the instructions the presumption of 
guilt applied only to the charge of murder 
and left the jury no option ill its applica- 
tion.

and was at white heat. He came around 
in regard to the charge made against him.

WASHINGTON, June H.—The Depart- 


m ent of Agriculture makes the area ot 
spring wheat nearly the same as last year 
—about 12,000,000 acres. There is anln- 
cieii»-e of one-sixth of last year's breadth 
in Dakota; a decrease In Nebraska, and 
asiiiiill reduction In Minnesota and Wis- 
consin 
Minor spring wheat districts 


show a small advance. The extension of 
the area in Dakota is due aiainly to set- 
tlement and the necessity of ready money 
for improvements, and somewhat to last 
}eai's uiibdiibfactory flax product in 
Southern Dakota. 
The efltct of low 


prices of v\hcat has been counteracted by 
superior rate of yield of recent years. 
The condition of spring wheat averages 
98 1-2, against 97 in June ol' last year. 
Wisconsin, 97; Minnesota, 90; Iowa, 100; 
Nebraska, 97; Dakota, 99; Washington, 
100. 
i 


Winter wheat Is not quite so promis- 


ing as on the 1st of May. A slight de- 
cline in condition is reported inthoWest, 
and the low condition of the Southern 
crop is still more reduced. It is still 
from average to high in the great wheat- 
prodncing States. 


Rye has also declined from a general 


average of 95.7 to 94.4 during the last 
month. 


The barley acreage has been Increased 


3 per cent., and the condition averages 
100—last year, in June, 89. 


The large acreage of oats in 1885 has 


not been extenshely increased. It has 
been slightly reduced in Kentucky and 
Ohio, where the area was abnormal last 
year. The increase will approach half a 
million acres. The condition averages 
nearly 9G, against 94 in 1885, and 98 in 
1884. It is the highest east of the Allc- 
gheuies, and a little below full condition 
in the South and West. 


The tendency to increase the area of 


cotton has been checked in the Eastern 
States of the cotton belt. The returns 
show a slight reduction in South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Alabama. The moie 
Western States, in which settlement and 
farm extension hai been active, exhibit 
some increase, mainly in Texas. 
The net 


increase is about 250,000 acres, an ad- 
vance of 1 3-8 per cent. The condition of 
the crop is lower than in 1885, averaging 
88.7, against .92 last year. It is lower In 
seven 
States, 
and 
higher in North 


Carolina, 
Florida, 
Texas 
and 


Tennessee. 
State 
averages 
are: 


Viiglnia, 95; Noith Carolina, 97; South

ATTORNEYS AT THE BAB MMETIXO. 


Eulogistic Remarks In K«pect to the L»t» 


Captain Fort. 


At the recent meeting ot the Maoon 


county jbar, held in the oonrt room, at 
which Judge Nelson was ohairmaa, re- 
marks of a tender character were made 
by several attorneys on the death of 
Captain J. S. Post, the veteran member 
of the bar. The speeches were taken 
down in full by Mr. Joseph Cover, the 
stenographer. Until to-day the BBPUB- 
LIOAN has been unable to publish a 
synopsis of the addresses, M furnished 
by Mr. Cover. They are given below: 
( 


C. A. Bwlng said: CfcpUIn Post bad elementt 
of strength as a lawyer that dignified him and 
tbat euabltd him to carry through issues suc- 
cessfully In this court. He wa» a man of live, 
ly sympathy, of quick appreciation of Justice 
and of strong common sense. Hewasklna to 
his adversaries at the bar. Two 'or three 
weeks ago 1 called upon him with another 
member of tbe bar, and we found him cheer- 
ful and Interesting. He talked upon his fa- 
vorite subject, old times in Decatur, aud tbe 
prominent men he associated with thirty or 
forty years ago. He was not a silent man m 
conversation; he originated subject* and en- 
tertained his hearers. This bar will never 
have a member who, leaving It, will'leave be- 
hind so fully, BO completely, no trace of bit- 
terness in the minds of numbers ol the bar. 


I A. Buckingham said, among other things, 


that aa a young lawyer, practicing with the 
Captain, the deceased was very charitable to 
his mistakes, and always shouldered the re- 
sponsibilities of his mistakes himself, and be 
acted thus toward other j oung men. He liked 
to see young men get along, and 1 think 1 am 
Indebted to him more than to any one else for 
whatever success 1 have enjoyed. Usually, a 
young lawyer in partnership wltb an older, Is 
overshadowed by the older lawyer, answers all 
inquiries und Is the nominal bead and front. 
But Captain Post pushed me forward. 1 bad 
to study the cases, examine witnesses and 
make arguments. I think he was doing that 
to advance me. Hie kind-heartedness was a 
household word-alwa>s generous, always 
brave, and ready to protect the weak. He al- 
ways protected a brother lawyer's Interest in 
court, If that lawyer was absent wheu his case 
was called. He died poor, and there Is a rea- 
son for it, in Tlew of his open, generous heart, 
giving whenever he had it. This kind of men 
ornament the profession, and they can not 
well be spared. This kingly man is sorely 
missed—we can not forget his memory, good 
qualities of heart aud wind. 


Edwin Park said that he would add the same 
testimony as Mr. Buckingham to his kindness 
and benevolence. He waa a good conversa- 
tionalist, took pride in narrating Incidents of 
the American war. A good trait was freedom 
from any real partisan bias In bis political 
views. He would comment on public men of

and a motive for success that helps develop 
sultlsbuuss. Asoent in the right path Is hard, 
descent is easy. Now Capt. Post's life WBB »n 
active one, and a successful one In a profes 
sion that appeals to these peculiar qualities of 
human nature. He was a stalwart among 
stalwarts at ihc bar, a brave advocate, a man 
that took an active part in the conflicts, and 
yet he could rise above self, he could crush 
the pulse of ambition, he could put back the 
difficulties of the lower elements in nature; In 
other words he could make everything con- 
form to Ihe true standard of right and wrong. 
Capt. Post never lost sight of true personal 
honor—of the amenities of the profession. For 
a man to travel as he has done through such 
long years of conflict and yet to maintain the 
character that everyone Is hero to testify to— 
his cquitableness, his unceasing kindness of 
nature, tbat constant disposition to swe fair 
play, to see the right prevail—speaks more 
eloquently than our words of pralso. we 
have lost a good man, and In talking of him 
let us not forget the Inspiration of his life 
and let us labor to honor the profession so 
that when it comes our turn our survivors can 
speak of us as we do of him In love and admi 
ration.

CASTLE WILLIAM. 


An Historical Fort of 181» Now Used M • 


MllltBry Prison. 


Castle William, the old and appar- 


ently unoccupied relio of the war of 
1812 that stands out so prominently on 
tbe shore of Governor's Island, is used 
at the present time for a purpose little 
imagined by the thousands who pass 
close to it every clay on the steamboats 
and other craft of the harbor. 
To the 


casual observer the one soldier who 
appears on the parapet in front of the 
fort at the close of each day and fires 
the sunset gun is typical of the solitary 
old turret-shaped building, for rarely 
ever from the point of view of the bay 
is any sign of life visible about the 
place. But an interior view at once, 
dispels the illusion. The old fort is 
virtually a prison, its inmates being 
deserters from the regular army. The 
number confined there at the present 
time is twenty-six. Heavy iron bars a 
few inches apart are fastened over each 
small square window, which formerly 
was filled by the muzzle of a cannon, 
and strong locks hold fast at night the 
doors of the entrance to the fort. The 
prisoners kept here are ail the deserters 
captured east of the Mississippi. They 
are kept in thi- fort until it is found 
convenient to transport them to Fort 
Leavenworth, where the regular prison 
is located. Their average stay on Gov- 
ernor's Island is about two months. 
During the day they are made to work 
about the garrison under guard. They 
are not allowed to wear their uniform. 
At night they sleep in the upper case- 
mates of the fort, eight in a room, the 
room being twenty-one by thirty feet 
in size. They do no guard duty, and 
have the same rations as the regular 
soldiers. 


"They arc not cases calling for sym- 


pathy, 
said one of the officers to n 


reporter 
when asked about them; 


"they have easy times enough, cutting 
grass, cleaning up the grounds, plant- 
ing trees and doing other jobs of the 
kind. A notable fact about them is 
that the majority of them are desert- 
ers who have voluntarily come here 
and surrendered themselves. They run 
away from barracks at different posts 
Or from the military prison, and after 
having a hard experience knocking 
about and avoiding capture, finally 
give themselves up. Their term of 
imprisonment then depends on the cir 
eumstitncts of ths;tr- case; -as a rule 
they are kept two or three years at 
Leavenworth, being dishonorably dis- 
charged and forfeiting all that part ol 
their pay regularly retained by the 
Government until the term of enlist- 
ment expires. There is no statute of 
limitation as to capturing deserters; 
we can capture a man fifty years after 
desertion, for that matter, and try 
him. 
The reward for the apprehen- 


sion of a deserter is thirty dollars. 
There is no more desertion among 
those of one nationality than of an- 
other. It is a fact that some men en- 
list just to get transported to the West, 
in order to skip out when they get 
there and go to the mines. Sometime 
there is a girl in the case or a fellow 
gets homesick, others can't resist the 
temptation to clear out after getting 
their pay." 


One of the deserters now at Castle 


William, who surrendered 
himself, 


made his appearance at Governor's 
Island a few days ago. He went up to 
an officer, and in a few words told that 
he was an escaped deserter from the 
military prison at Leavenworth, and 
had had such a hard life since his es- 
cape that he was glad to give himself 
up. He was put in the old fort with 
the others, and notice of the fact was 
sent to the authorities at Leavenworth. 
It was not until several days had 
elapsed that particulars of his case 
were obtained. At the military prison 
he had been put to work in the stone 
quarry with a number of others. A 
stupid or careless guard was stationed 
1>ver the gang he worked with, and one 
day without much difficulty he hid 
among some bushes near the quarry 
until night, and then made MB way to 
a town not far off. Then he took to 
tramping, traveling chiefly at night 
until he had gotten a safe distance 
from 
Fort Leavenworth. 
He had 


enough money laved to bring to this 
city, and came here. When his money 
was gone he shipped as a sailor on a 
schooner. 
Here he had a hard life ol 


it. Being naturally clumsy from his 
inexperience, he was the object ol 
kicks and curses, until at the first op- 
portunity he deserted again, and after 
considerable difficulty made hia way to 
Governor's Island.—#. T. Mail ana 
Wxpress. 


THE TREASURY VAULTS. 


How the Currency of th* Country Is Made, 


CdVnted and Worn Out. 


The great chilled-iron and steel vaults 


of the Treasury are objects of much in- 
terest to visitors, but only certain ones 
can be entered by outsiders, and these 
only 011 a permit from the Treasurer: 
The five principal vaults are connected 
with the Treasurer's office, for the con- 
tents ol which he is responsible. They 
aro known as the cash vault, the reservi 
.vault, the silver vault, the redemption 
vault and the National bank vault. 
The cash vault is used more than all 
the others combined in the daily trans- 
action ol business, and presents more 
interesting features. It Is constructed 
on the most approved modern princi 
pies, and is, strictly speaking, an iron 
bound apartment lined with gold ana 
silver. 
Jl'he walls, floor and ceiling 


are of chilled iron, built in sections. 
These walls are over a foot thick, the 
[apace batween the inner and outer 
: plates of iron being filled with heavy 
iroa balls, forming a compact mass, the 
removal of which would require much 
time, skill aud labor. 


The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 


;ing, where all our National currency is 
manufactured, occupies a large brick 
.building built expressly for it, at a cost 
..of some $300,000. It has three stories 
and a high basement, and is in the 
.Komaneaque style of architecture. 
Hwre 250 plate presses art worked 
.ny hand, and over 600 men and 
iwomen employed in the process of 
: printing sheet* of bank notes, bonds 
*n« internal revenue stamps. The 
Jong apaoiooa room, running t&e entire 


length of the third story, is a «s«» a 
Intense activity during businoM boon. 
Six hundred sheet* per day we printed 
on each press, and after each impres- 
sion the delicate copper and steel plate 
must be removed from the press, care- 
fully wiped dry, polished with whiting, 
inked and then returned to it place for 
another impression. The fiber paper 
must be handled expertly, and every 
thing about the work done with pre- 
cision and care. All is perfect system 
and exactness here. The greenbacks 
and other securities issued by the Gov- 
ernment, from the time the paper is 
manufactured until the finished note is 
issued, are subjected to a system 'of 
registering and checking at every step, 
so minute and precise, that the chance 
of any error or dishonesty in the han- 
dling of this most valuable product is 
reduced to a minimum. 


The sheets, before being wet, are de- 


livered to the plate printers, counted 
and charged to them, and 
again 


counted in the presence of a lady as- 
sistant, who certifies to the count. At- 
tached to the machines by which the 
wetting is done are registers which au- 
tomatically count the sheets a third 
time as they pass through. 
Next 


comes the examining division, where, 
after the fourth count, the sheets are 
dried and counted the fifth time. Lady 
experts then examine the sheets, and 
those which are pronounced perfect go 
into the hydraulic press, from which 
powerful 
machine 
they 
emerge 


in a smooth state ready for print- 
ing. Any sheets spoiled in printing— 
too light or too dark or otherwise im- 
j3#rfect— are thrown out by the exam- 
iner, but can not be destroyed until 
after passing through a regular pre- 
scribed course. 
The lettering and 


numbering divisions, and the engrav- 
ing division on the other floors, are 
interesting also. Visitors are permit- 
ted to inspect all the divisions of the 
bureau, and a guide is provided to con- 
duct all who apply on a "tour" of the 
rooms. Of the 500 or '00 persons em- 
ployed in the bureau, a large majority 
are ladies, and some of the moat diffi- 
cult ami responsible work is performed 
by lady experts. 
The bureau turns 


out an" average of $100,000 in notes 
printed daily. 


The. 
redemption division of 
the 


treasury is one of the most interesting 
and busiest. Here worn and mutilated 
bunk-notes, retired from circulation 
are examined and counted previous to 
being canceled. Every year currency 
to the value of $200,000,000 is counted, 
canceled and destroyed. The counting 
is done by_ female clerks, many of 
whom acquire great skill and seldom 
make a mistake. 
Some of these 


"countesses" have been at work ten 
years or more, and have handled 
many millions of dollars. They sit at 
long tables on which the notes are 
piled, and package after package is 
opened, the notes closely scrutinized 
and counted, and then turned over to 
the officials in charge of the canceling 
machine, which is run by a turbine 
wheel.— Washington Cor. N. Y. Mail 
and Express.

Deforesting has, according to local 
testimony collected by the Commis- 
sion, much diminished the water power 
during the summer months, and the 
report considers that the effect of the 
denudation of the White Mountains 
upon manufactures and other great 
public interests -will be as serious as 
that of the Adirondacks. Considering 
that Holyoke, Manchester, Nashua, 
Low11, Lawrence and many other 
<:i 
industrial towns depend upon 


Huiujj.<!iire for water power, this seems 
probable.—N. Y. Post.
